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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Amendments to claims 23 and 29 substantially further limit the invention as claimed and thus would require 
further consideration and/or search. According to Applicant said Amendment of claims 23 and 29 is supported by the specification at 
page 13, line 24; however, page 13, line 24 only recites an example within the broader range that happens to also fall in the narrower 
range now claimed without stating or explaining the narrower range for the stoichiometric parameter x now claimed to be preferred over 
the broader range. Therefore, no support can be found in the cited portion of the specification, nor does there appear to be anywhere else 
in the specification. Equivalence of the broader and narrower ranges is further in evidence through a second example, at page 13, lines 
26-27 and the stated excellent crystallinity and good lattice matching of both examples. Moreover, a mere statement of good or excellent 
examples does not constitute disclosure of a preferred range. Therefore said amendment of claims 23 and 29 must be considered new 
matter. 
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
